Probably no business in the world is 
bsolutely dependent on the services | 
an animal hon is the teak industry 
on those of the clephant,. In Java, it is 
truc, the timber Dane amaller und the 
conditions different, hand labour and 
implemonts-are employed, and in” parts 
even of Burma and Siam the country 
ig sufficiently flat to permit of carting by 
buifaloes being used as a method of ex- 
traction. But.these parts are compata- 
tively fow and far between, -and tho 
obstacles in the way of introducing heavy 
plant into a ‘cauntry deficiont. in good 
roads, bridges, or facilities for trang ort 
must be at once apparent. Even without 
these obstacles it is very doubtful whether 
teak, ‘being so scattered as. it is, could 
over be profitably worked up and down 
steop ill iden by machinery, while it is 
as certain ss anything can be that no 
machinery. could ever bo devised to per- 
form tho part played by elophants in the 
water, Apart from the enormous bodily 
strength which, enables it to ‘drag, . an 
elephant can with its forehead, trunk, or 
tusks push and roll enormous logs about 
mind working in water 6ft. and even 
more in depth. 

The Asiatic elephant, which belunga to 
an entirely different species from: the 
African, and resembles the latter hardly 
more closely than the buffalo does the 
ox, 18, like the leaktree, confined mainly 
to India, Further India, and tho Malay 
Peninsula. Wild herds are still found in 
Burma and Siam, where they are care- 
fully, protected, a special licence being 
required to shoot them in_ the’ former 


country, and ‘the law forbidding their.|~ 


destruction except in cases of ‘necessity, 
or for self-defence, in the latter.

‘The elephants are: in- 
spected by: the foreman in charge of the 
camp, bathed, and left to browse in’ peace 
until the following morning. After five 
days’ work they receive two days’ com- 

lete rest, or three days if the spell has 
een an-arduous one, In January, or 
early February, they are removed to ever- 
green forests, where they will, even dur- 
ing the ensuing hot months, be able to 
find aboundant food and water, and 
being called upon to do no work what. 
ever soon become fat and ready for a 
new season's labours. 

The foregoing account of the elephant’s 
working programme makes its lot appear 
a remarkably casy one. An average of 
four hours a day for five days of the 
week, complete rest.on the other two, and 
during five months of the year no work 
at all—at first sight the elephant secms 
to be in clover. It must, however, be 
borne in mind, first, thet the. work it 
performs is the heaviest. done by any 
animal in the world; secondly, as alread 
stated, that it is a nocturnal ‘animal, 
unaccustomed in its wild state even. to 
travel, much less to work, in the heat 
of the day. Easy as its hours may sound, 
experience shows that thoy cannot be 
safely increased. For if the elephant is 
the most powerful animal in the world, 
it is also ona of the most delicate. Not 
only ‘is it terribly liable to surra and 
anthrax, diseases very. prevalent among 
all the cattle of the’ country, but ‘heart- 
failure and‘ exhaustion aro also’ common, 
while ‘accidents, guch as’ shaké-bites, ‘are 
often fatal. Owners naturally do not 
care. to risk adding unnecessary exposure 
-to.the-sun.to: the: already lengthy “list-of 
causes which produce death, causes from 
which, despite all. their precautions, the 
teak’ companies of Biam must reckon’ on- 
nually to lose ketween, 5 and-10 per cent. 
of their stock. Tho inercaging scarcity,

FASTER ISLAND MYSTERY. 


BRITISH EXPEDITION 0 THE BOTTHERN 
. SEAS. . 


Kaster Islend, one of the wonders of 
the world, is to be visited by a British 
expedition headed by Mr. W. Scoresby 
Routledgo,. M.A. | The expedition is to 
travel im a. specially-construe! vessel 
which has just been launched at-Whil- 
stable and named. the Jfang—Polynesian 
for “ good luck.”
